— ColoiiKil Sticretai-y 
Chiiiuberhiin litis iimiloil an iiivilixtioii 
to Cecil Rhodes, the Nuwa repoi t.s, iisk- 
\n% iiim to come to EiigUmd in January 
to testify before the committri^e of inqairy 
into the British South Africa Company's 
adininistnition. Mr. Chaiuberlain lias 
alao invited President Kruger, of the 
Tranavaal republic, to Bubmit any evi- 
dence he may have relative to the 
.TanieHoii raid. 

The Times this morning publiehea a 
letter from Pretoria, The correapoiident 
of the Times notes the con- 
tinued armingr of the forcGs of 
the "jpransvaal republic and dwells 
upon the universal opinion existing 
among ^be Boers tliat an attempt lu 
overthrow the treaty oblii;atioiiB towards 
Knglnnd is meditated. The correspond- 
ent is of tlie opinion that the more 
slirowd vie v ia tliat the Tranavaal im- 
tlioritiea will only "try on " tlie |)ro- 
granime intended for the purpose of 
seeint; " how mueh Kn^himl will Htainl " 
and -if nit^iis of weakness are detected 
they will make the abrogation of 
the treaty clauses adoplo:! by the 
.Vnjilo-Boer convention of l.SSI, wliicli ] 
placeil the lCnt;lish frovernnieiit in con- 
trol of Iho foreit;ii relations of the Trans- 
vaal republic, the basis of a coiiiproniise. 
In conclusion, the correspondent of the 
Times asserts tliat he ia coniident that 
the Transvaal f;overi:ment will not go to 
the extent of ii^iiliting. He believes that 
President Kruger is too wary to allow 
the Boers to be forced into a course 
which could only lead to disaster. 

Tho Pretoria correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph snya that President 
Kruger, of the Transvaal republic, has 
asked tho Telegraph to deny tlie rumor 
tliat lie has arraiif^ed a treaty with a foi- 
eii;n power in violation of the agreement 
)vhich placefj Grejit Britain in charge of 
the foreign affairs oi tho Transv.ial. 

TliB statement of the .Sunday Sun, of 
fyondon, to the effect that President 
Kruger of tho Tranavaal republic has 
concluded a treaty with a foreign power 
in contravention of the Anglo-Boer con- 
vention \ol 1886, which places Great 
Britain in control of the foreign relations 
of the Trausvaai, and that Great Britain 
had demanded an explanation from the 
Hoer t-'overnnient, wiih to-day odicially 
denied. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Chronicle says that looking to the possi- 
bility of a protective regime in the thiited 
■States iintlor McKinley and the retlucing 
ot the Gernian-.Vnierican trade, the di- 
rectors of the North (iernian Steainshiji 
Company meditate the jironiotion of new 
lines in other direclions, esi)ecially in 
Kast Asia, for the employ iiient of llieir 
Meet. They will ask the government to 
increase the subsidy for steamship lines 
of this character. 

It ia officially announced that Right 
lion. Sir John Monson, British ambas- 
sador at Vienna, has been appointed 
Uritish ambassador at Paris, in succes- 
sion to tho Marquis of Dufferin whose 
term of service has expired. 

Sir Hora<'e Ruinbold, Rart., British 
minister at The Hague, .and formerly 
attache of the Brilinh ministry at Wasii- 
inirton, HucceedH Sir .lohii i\Ionsun as 
British amliassador at Vienna. Sir 
,lolin .Monson is a brother of Viscount

Healyitea will attend, so the whole ob- 
ject of the convention is thwarted, and 
Mr. Dillon expects, if the Parnellites 
and other factionists do not attend, llial 
the latter will be put in an awkwartl 
moral position, on the ground that wlion 
tlie union of the different sections of the 
Irish party was attemjjted they stood 
out. In the meantime Ireland is per- 
fectly tranquil and continues stea(iily 
improving. For several years there 
have been good harvests in Ireland luid 
the peasantry are generally satisfied. 

Caplain-( leiieral VVeyler aud tieneral 
Ocliande were tho principals in a sensa- 
tional ali'air which occnrretl shortly bo- 
foie tho latter sailed for Spain. The 
death of General Ochande'a nephew, a 
lieutenant in the Spanish army, waa the 
cause of the troublB. Ugly rnmors were 
cii-culated reflecting on toe young lieu- 
temint, who was accused of conducting a 
treasonable correspondence with Maxi- 
mo Gomez, tho insurgent chief. W'lien 
Weyler heard of the rumors he suni- 
inoned the young man to the palace and 
(|ue8tio7ied iiim. Weyler w;i« iipjarently 
satisiied of the young man's guilt, and 
told him that if he did not commit sui- 
cide witliin twenty-four hours he would 
be court-murlialled and s;hot. The 
lieutenant left the palace, went to lii^ 
room, and in six hours was a corpae, 
having shot himself through the iieart. 

Advices from Christiana indicate tliat 
Iving Oscar l-.as made himself very un- 
poi)nlar with t-lio Norwegians dur- 
ing the tour of tliat country which he 
has just completed. During the singing 
of the national anthem King Oscar no- 
ticed a peasant who had inadvertently 
failed to doff his hat. The King hailed 
the man to him and knocked ofi his hat, 
exclaiming: "Hats off." When driv- 
ing ut Trondheim an enthusiastic crowd 
welcomed the King and showered bou- 
(lueta into his carriage. Some of them 
happened to Htrike him, ami His Ma- 
jesty angrily stopped the carriage and 
ordered llie bou(|uet throwing to stop, 
lie also hurled back several bouquets. 

Tlie Czar will leave .Si. Petersburg on 
August 24 for a Kurojjean tour, and re- 
turn about November 1-1, the programme 
being to visit Vienna, Copenhagen, 
Paris and Diirmstadt. The I'"ronch are 
rtlreaily working up tlie excitement. 

A big colonial scanilal. involving the 
reputation of Von Puttkamer, tho gov- 
ernor of the Cameroons, ia now in full 
blast, and Von Puttkamer baa been or- 
dered to Berlin to stand trial. Capt. 
Stettin, the atscusor, was commander of 
the Cameroon troops, and is prepared to 
sustain bis charges, and the radical 
leader, Dr. Beck, alao intends to produce 
evidence against him. The charges, in 
brief, are receiving bribes, habitual in- 
ebriety and dei)ancliery. 

Dr. Naneen left Vardoe tiiis morning 
on Ilia way to Christiana. The meeting 
between Dr. Nans-en and .Jackson, the 
Knglish explorer, was the result of the 
barking of dogs. Tho Norwegian and' 
Ilia companion were exploring one day 
when they heard barking. Followintr 
the sounds they reached Jackson's 
camp. Vardoe has been en fete and is 
gaily decorated in honor of the return of 
Dr. Nansen, 

The tone of the Conservative press in 
commentini: upon the results of the ses- 
sion of parliament just closed is sorrow- 
ful rather than exultant, while the Lib- 
eral papers contrast with a great deal of 
exultation the formidable list of meas- 
ures propiised and the few wdiich have 
become laws. The failure of the gov- 
ernment's measure for education is re- 
gretfully alluded to in the ministerial 
organs. The Times, for instance, 'openetl 
its retrospect with the worils : " The loss 
of the chief measure of tlie year throws 
a shadow of disai)pointmerit over the 
session." The Speaker, Radical, sums 
up the session as being a disastrous fail- 
ure. It is learned that the release of the 
Irisii jiolitic I prisoners is due to T. M. 
Ilealy's support of the Irish land l)ill. 

Serious rioting occurred at Belfast this 
morning in connection with the Nation- 
alist manifestations in favor of granting 
amnesty to the Irish political prisoners. 
There were several processions of 
Nationalists through the streets as a lie- 
•.;inning, and they finally merged into u 
hii'gi.' procession beaded by bamlsnu-n, 
armed with spears. The jirocessiona 
soon attracteii iiiiiiiensecrowds of jieople 
and stone throwing commenced. This 
served to enrauo the Nationalists. Their 
bandsmen attacked the crowils witli 
spears, woiuuiing many peo|)le. Tho 
police charged the rioters and used their 
batons freely, with the result that 
several persons were hurt before order 
was restored.

.IteonLATIJIO THE UsE OF BlOVOLBS. 



The JIunlcipal Council of the Corporation of 
tticCiiy of Victoria enacts as follows:

At Agassiz, which is eitii.ite aorne 
seventy miles East of Vancouver, the 
farm conducted by Mr. Sharpe, coiiHiHts 
of 640 acres, 125 of whicli are luxlcr 
crop, 05 hcinc in fruits of variouH kinds. 
Between 'lb and 81) acreB aru in appluH, 
many of them oa the iiujuntain heucheH. 
There have been jilanted out over SOO 
named varieties of this fruit. In 
fact in ljut a few iiiBtaiu-es have 
more than one or two oi a kind 
been sot out, the object of e.xperi mental 
work having been prominently kept in 
view iu connection with every de])art- 
inent of culture. Not lesa than 137 
kinds of apples and 125 of peAl'8 have 
during the present year been obtained 
from Germany :uld the continent. There 
are, it may be mentioned, on tho place 
over 300 named varieties of i)ear.s, many 
of whicli like t!ie apples have not yet 
come to beariiiK. The land on the level 
which lias been devoted to fruits has, it 
Is learned, niore than paid its way. A 
large tract lias l>cv2ii devoted to exjieri- 
mentiuu; with forest trees, of which 
there are something like 20,000. These 
include all the ordinary Americ i n trees 
besides numerous specimens from 
abroad, anions; them being Japanese, 
English, Spanish and American chest- 
nuts; American, Spanish and Japanese 
walnuts, hickories and mulberries, oaks, 
maples, larches, pines, beech, maples, 
etc. In fact there is hardly a tree of 
commercial value which is nut lepre- 
sented. These are being carefully 
experimented with, and in the 
course of timo Hpecimeua will be 
forwarded to I he other farms to ascer- 
tain the possibi lity of their Ihjurisliiiig 
under local cliniaLic ooiiditioiie. hi fact 
there has been already a cutiHiilerable 
amount of exi^lian^e in this direction 
with the view of rcplantiiit^ laruLs that 
have been deriudi'd i if their treeH and are 
not Hpecially suited to uu' purposes of 
agriculture. It i.s lio|)ed in t.liis way, in 
the course i>f time, to make up for the 
vast inroads tliiit are annually being 
made upon the forest resources of the 
country. 

Grains of all kinds have been brought 
in and experimental upan,8oineof iliem 
with considerable success, there being at 
present u hybrid barley produced from 
the ordinary two and four-rowed kinds, 
which has developed into what it 
is hoped will pro\;e to be a flix-rowed 
variety. Then, for the purpose of secur- 
ing \vh"iii upon a stronger etraiv, a liy- 
britl lielui en wlieat and rye lias been 
produceil. .Mr. Sliarpe has aline plot of 
wheat till' ]ir(iilnct of one si^leetetl 
head, the (|uantiiy wbicli has sprung 
up from this source lu iiig roniiirkalde 
and reminding one of tlie Serintural 
story of the increase from Ihtjseeil that 
was sown in good ground. A hybrid be- 
tween the gooseberry and black enrrant 
has been produced, though wliat its 
special merit will be remains to be seen. 
Many of the experimenta thus far have 
been of a most encouragih;; nature and 
appear to have amply juatitied the time 
and labor expended u\w\ them. The 
work is not done in any way by the rule 
of thumb (ir upon old fashioned and 
what some may term obsolete methods ; 
but ill a regular scientific way that aug- 
urs well for t'leir lieiielieial results. It 
is very true tliat there are iiorlimis of 
tlie farm whicli iiiiglit possibly bi: better { 
kept; but tliis ia ai^connted lor by the j 
small stair fill plijyeii, owint; to the com- 
parative sniallneHs of the ap()n)priation, 
which all the residents of tlie vicinity 
(daim has been j ml ioial ly expended and, 
indeed, to the best lal vantage. 

Not a few farmers and fruitgrowe-s are 
continually submitting specimens which 
are not aa they should be, or of trees 
which have developed peculiarities ur 
tendencies to disease. For their remedy 
Mr. Siiiicrintendciit Sharpe is exix'cied 
to prescribe, and coiiliiiiially i.shc called 
upon to exercise bis skill as a plant or 
fruit doctor, spec-iiiuins beiiit; very fre- 
(pieiitly left witl^i him for examination 
and experiment. The fruit growers 
seem to coiisnll with liini as tbey would 
.with any other professional iiiiiii, tlins 
Bhowing their an xiety and (letermiinittoii 
to have their products the cleanest, tho 
best and the fullest liavored

spans of horses occupy the stalls, one of 
all purpose, light draufts, another 
of heavier build, whicdi in 
some sections are called " half leg- 
ged " and still another possessing more 
of the characteristics of the Clyde or 
Percheron.

OxT.tw.v, Aug. 17.— The following par- 
ticulars of the crops in British Columbia 
have been received by Dr. Saunders, di- 
rector of the Experimental farms, from 
Mr. Thomas A, Sharpe, superintendent 
of the Experimental farm at Agassiz: 

" Tlio B]M-ing opened well with timely 
rains, which gave the crops an early 
start, but the cold, wet weather and 
lack of moisture which prevailed from 
the middle of May until near the middle 
of June, had the ell'ect of stunting the 
growtli. Since the middle of June the 
weather has been unusually hot, with 
an almost entire absence of rain, which 
has hurried the grain crops along, and, 
in some instances, lessened the yield by 
a premature ripenine. 

"The hay crop was a very fair one. 
Clover on the experimental farm aver- 
aged over two tons of cured hay per acre. 
Fall wheat was well headed and had 
made a good stand before the hot 
weather came, and the yield is very fair. 
Spring wheat and barley are yielding 
less than the average, but the oats prom- 
ise well. Harvesting is |)rocecding rap- 
idly and will be well advanced by the 
end of the lirst week in .August. Root 
crojis and potatoes are all Huil'ering from 
the linig-continneil drought, but turnips 
promise better than other roots and 
with timely rains may yet give good 
crops. I'eas promise a fair return and 
Indian corn is doing well. 

" Owing to the cold, wet weather 
wliicli prevailed during the blossomini; 
period, strawberries did not set well and 
the crop was light, with a considerable 
portion of imperfect berries. Kae[)ber- 
ries and liluckberries promised a full 
crop, but owing to the prolonged drouglit 
the fruit has been small. Red and 
white currants were very plentiful, and 
the size was above the average. Black 
currants have given a Heht crop, and 
gooseberries have sufTered more than 
usual from mildew. 

" The bloom on fruit trees was very 
heavy, but owing to the cold, wet 
weatlier which continued throughout the 
blossoming jieriod, none of the larger 
fruits set well. The cherry crop has 
been lielow the average, altiiough the 
sanifde has been good. The crop of ap- 
ples, pears and plums will be below the 
average. 

" On Vancouver Island the Tops are 
said to be Ijelter, also on soine of tiie 
lower valley lands nearer tiie ocean ; Imt 
on the ranges in the interior, altbougb 
the cattle winteretl well, tlie pastures 
are now poor owing to the lung-continued 
drought. At last reports the air was full 
of Binoice in the Fraser River Valley 
from Urea, whijli are still burning in 
many parts of that district."

'I'he ollicial re- 
cord, it id true, does notclaaaify the t:nn- 
didates, but it would beditlicult to make 
a mistake in theclasaiUcation. Nothing 
was easier than to classify the candi- 
dates into Conservative, Liberal and 
Independent. We do not know of a sin- 
gle candidate who did not state before 
the election took place exactly wlieie 
liestoodoa t ie difl'eront is.sues before 
the peojile. It may be said, and it )s 
Biiid, that some of t lie Coiiservat ives 
were opposed to "coercing" Manitoba 
and so were a great many, perhaps the 
mijorlty of the Liberals ; yet Mr. Lanrier 
more than once distinc tly ami specilic- 
ally promised to restore to the Maiiilolia I 
minority their aeparate schools, adding' i 
that if thia nhject (;ou!d not be attained 
by conciliatory luoans recourse would be j 
had to the remedy provided by tlie Con- j 
Stitution. If then those who were op- j 
posed to the restoration of separate 
schools are to lie taken from the Con- 
servative list it in only fair that they 
should also bededut'led from the Liberal 
Hat. If that were done it would be 
found that the Liberal Government re- 
presents a very small minoritv of 
the electors of Canada. The election 
is over and the Government have been 
in power nearly two months and it ia not 
yet known what the policy of the Lib- 
erals on the school ([UCTtion is lo be. 

Who are to he fooled — the elec- 
tors of tiuebec who were made 
to believe that Mr. Laurier intended to 
do justice to the Catholic minority of 
Manitoba by enacting a more 6trim;ent 
iiiul a niore cffec'tive law than the one 
introduced by Sir Charles Tupiier, or the 
Li berals (;f (Jntario and the other I'ro- 
vimtt^a who were assured t hat " coercion" 
would not, under any circumstances, be 
ajiplied to Manitoba— that Mr. Laurier, 
if he were raised to power, would keep 
his hands off Manitoba? It is evident 
that when tlu^ t'"ie for action comes, 
when neit her deceiition nor delay is any 
loiifcter po;-ail)le, it will be eeeii who have 
been duped. .Vs tor carrying out the 
principle involved in the cry " Ilanils oil' 
Manitoba," that is already admitted by 
Mr. Laurier to he impossible. Me has, 
since the election, maile nrejiarationa to 
lay hands on iManitoba by meauH ol a 
Commission. That Commission is to he 
appointed for the exjiress purpose of in- 
terfering with the school liigislaticjn of 
that Province. If the Govornnieni of 
Manitoba can neither be bribed nor per- 
suaded into altering the school law of 
the Province so that it will accord 
with the findings of the Com- 
mission, what are Mr. Laurii-r'a 
Government going to do'.' They 
are bound in good faith to iiitro- 
tlnce such a remedial bill as Mr. Laurier 
and Mr. Geoffrion promised the electors 
of the Province of Quebec. 

A little reflection must sliow the 
Liberal organs that it is jierfcctly fair to 
place ail the votes polled for candidate.^ 
who were known to bo Conservutivea on 
thgj Coneervativo list, and all votea 
polled for candidates . known to be 
Liberals ou tbe Liberal list withoat in- 
quiring too closely as to what their 
views were on the Manitoba school ques- 



that he is making converts by the thou 
aand among workingmen and farmers. 
They declare with the utmost confidence 
tiiat preaent appearances indicate that 
Hryau ia to be the next President of the 
L'uited .Statea. 

The Kej)iil)licaii and the gold Demo- 
cratic papers on tlie other hand atlirm 
that the people of the East see through 
Bryan, that they look upon him as a 
clever and audacioiia advocate of a vic- 
ious currency syatem. Ilia New York 
apcecli, they say, tli(nit;h less olijection- 
able in form than hia (.Chicago oration, 
was eijually unsoundand equally fallaci- 
ous in substance. All that men of com- 
mon sense require to perceive how shal- 
low, how Bopbostical and how dangerous 
it is is to have time and opportunity 
to study it carefully. There ia nothing 
surer, they declare, than that the Kast- 
ern .States will reject Bryan and his 
theories by an almost nnaniniotia vote. 

Yet, it is evident that. they fear Bryan 
a very great deal more than they despise 
him. The newspapers are filled witii 
attacka on him a.id with arguments 
against the cans,; lie advocates, ft is 
clear that the Iveiiublicaaa and gold 
Democrats, altliou(;li they have not yet 
united heartily against Bryan and his 
party, have commenced a campaign of 
education. They appear bound that the 
electors shall be made aware of the mis- 
I cliievous nature of the teachings of tlie 
.Silveritea and of the ruinona results that 
; must follow any attom|)t lo put their 
principles into jiracti.se. Whether they 
will he lis Bucceasfiil asle:u'lK'rs as Br^ aii 
and his host of itsaociates and disciples 
are it is difficult to say. So dangerous 
are Bryan's teachings, and such is 
their ellect on tlie people that lead- 
ing Democrats liave consi<lcrcii it their 
duly to uae their jieraonal inllnence 
as well aa their talents lo coimtera/t 
tlieir efl'ect. Charles A. I.)ana is one of 
these. The venerable editor of the New 
York Sun has published a letter over his 
own signature in which he warns the 
people against the principles which 
F.ryau ia advocating. He inveigbscdiiofly 
against the free coina(;e of silvi-r, iuter- 
tereiicc i\itli the constitution of the Su- 
pronu! Court and the apjitovnl ol lawless 
violence by the ilonial of the right of the 
Feileral Government to interfere in the 
d I ll'erent States for the purpose of pre- 
serving the peace and protecting life and 
pr.)|)erty. Mr. Dana earnestly exhorls 
all whom he atldreases to unite without 
regard to party or section to avert the 
evils with which the country is tlireat- 
eaed. Here is tbe concluding paragraph 
of his letter • 

-•Ml ijiK^ationa relating to the tarill' have 
become iiiaignilicant for the time being, 
ill view of the jjos-sibility, however 
slight, that the abhorrent principles of 
the Chicago platform may prevail. The 
duty ami the necessity to compaaa the 
linal overthrow o[ that, platform l.iy as- 
sisting in the defeat of William .L liryaii 
are most iiii perative and solemn. This 
may moat certainly bo accoinpli.sbcd iiy 
voting for the electors pledged lo the 
8ii|)port of William McKinley; but I 
have no quarrel With any Democrat who 
adopts any other course which seems to 
liiui eijually well adapteii or better 
adapted to the same end. 

Mr. DiKia and men (il the school of 
politicians to which be boloogs must. see 
that the danger of Popocratic aacend- 



ancy is great and imminent, or they 
would not be so earnest in opposing Bry- 
an. If the nominee of-tho Silverites were 
a mere blatherskite they would not go so 

far out of their usual course to warn the 
peojile against him and his teachings.'

ANTI-BRITISH APPEALS. 

Botli parties in the Statea we see ap- 
jieal to the hatred and jealousy of the 
British nation, supposed to be SQ. active 
and so general among Americans, to gain 
supporters to the cause which they ad- 
vocate. The Kepublicane, who are /.eal- 
oua protectionists, aay that the free trade 
policy advocated hy tlie Democrata ia a 
British policy and ttiat ita adojition by 
the United States is just what the Brit- 
ish want. They aay that " the change 
made by the Denaocrats in the tarill", 
while it has been injurious to tiie inter- 
ests of the people of the United Stntes, 
has been most lieneficial to the business 
men and the working classes of (.ireat 
Britain. It follows, then, that if the peo- 
ple vote for the Democratic canditlates 
they will vote for increasing tbej)roaper- 
ity and adding to tbe power of Great 
Britain. Are Americans become so de- 
generate and so disloyal as to play into 
the hands of their hereditary enemies, 
etc., etc." 

Thia is of cuurse great rubliish, for the 
United Statea turitl' was revised with the 
view to benelit the people of the United 
States, and those only; and if the re- 
vison has not hail that effect it was lie- 
cause the Democratic stalcsincn could 
not foresee the results of ! lieir legislation . 
I'lUt the Ptiuiip orators did not wait to 
consider this; what they wanted was to 
produce on their hearers an effoot favor- 
able to their cause, and they used the 
arguments and the appeals which, in 
their opinion, were best calculated to 
bring about that effect. 

That the Silvi'rite.a ..sk tlie people of 
the rnited States to reject the gold 
standard because il ia the ijriti.~li stan- 
dard, niuat be admitted by every man 
who has an intelligent knowledge of the 
controversy now raging in the Tfnited 
States. So ireijuently is the appeal 
made to anti-British feeling and so ellec- 
tivedoes it acem to be that the adv()- 
catea of sound m-jlK-y Cohalder il hecea- 
sary to expose it.a dislioiieaty and 
its general worthlessiieas. The New 
Y'ork Conimercial-.\dvertiaer devotes 
the leading article of its,issue of the lOlh 
inst. to this subject. It says: 

Nothing could ahow more plainlv the 
contempt which the free silver organa 
entertain for the intelligence of their 
readers than the iiersisleiit assert ion of 
these journala that the gold standard is 
a British devict? for iiiipoveriahing and 
enslaving the rest lA the world. This 
weary and dreary old lie baa been re- 
futed hiindreda of titiiea. Yi^t the mine 
ownera' organs go on rerieating it with 
unbluaiiing impudence, and Hryan him- 
self reiterates it with |iarrot-like volu- 
bility whenever he canu'ct a few score of 
voters within reach of hia voice. 

It is impossible to believe that either 
the repudiationist newspapers or .their 
candidate can be sincerein tlieir twaddle 
and buncombeaboiitthis matter. Bryan 
knows perfectly well — every free silver 
editor in the country knows — that the 
gold standaril is mi more British than 
steam engines, or railroads, o\- print- 
in-.: presses, or the telegraph or any of 

the apnliancea of motlern civilisation. |

Major C. T. Dupont, who returned 
on Saturday from England, where he 
successfully interested a large amount 
of capital in mining enterprises in 
Cariboo, remarked yesterday that 
liritish Columbia mines are now attract- 
ing attention from financial men in the 
Old Country to a wonderful degree. It 
seemed as if the great possibilities of the 
province had only begun to impress the 
Knglish financiers, and now they weve 
iiuiie eager tn invest in any sound uiin 
ing enteriirise from this i)art of 
Canada. 

He reached London last November at 
a most unfavorable time, just after the 
sluinj) in South .Vfrica. Then came the 
Transvaal troubles and the war clouds, all 
of which tended to make capital shy. 
He had begun a regular missionary work 
to make the real possibilities known to 
the moneyed men and had diatributed 
widespread leaflets and pamphlets bear- 
ing on British Columbia and her re- 
sources, in fact over a quarter of a 
million leallets sent to him by the 
C.l'.K. had been scattered bioadi'iist. 
The result was tliat he had attracted the 
attention of linaneial men and bad suc- 
ceeded in forming and was niiinaging 
diiectorof the ( ioKlen Uiver tjuesnelle, 
Limited, wiih a capital of jtSU.UOl); the 
Island .Mountain Co., with a working 
capital of £20,000, and a company with 
tLTi.OOO t(j work the Big Belly creek 
hydraulic claims. 

The Golden River Quesiielle, Limited, 
have nine and a half miles on the South 
I'ork of the tjuesnelle.

ious people were to invest in I'ritish 
Columbia mines, he would mention that, 
the .tl shares were now readily bought 
U|) at i;3. 

Turning next to tlie iHlaiid Mountain 
mine, a free milling gold i|uart/. pr(j- 
perty six miles from liarkerviile, Major 
Dupont said that men were now de- 
veloping the claim and it was intended 
to ti'eat the ore by the cvanide process.

The mines form a group of live on 
t'.ivoosh creek — the .lumbo, Ruby, Col- 
den I'lagle, .Vorlli Star and Colden 
Strijie. Th(^ Colilen Stripe, which 
lies lielweeii tin? North Star and the 
Ruby, has a ledge varying in width from 
12 to '23 feet 10 inches, which is traccul 
east and west through it and the Colihui 
Stripe on the end of the Colden Magle 
and then bending round along I he moun- 
tain side passes through the North Star 
to the north. This vein is of a cream 
quart/. mixed with schist and 
can be traced for 2,160 feet. 
It di))s into the mounntain at 
an angle of 30 degrees. This ledge 
has been stripped for a length of 150 feet 
by 21 loot wide, and a slope is being 
sunk on it along the foot wall, the inten- 
tion being to go down 75 feet or so and 
then croea-cut forthe jiurpose of opening 
out the vein. Tliis vein is in slate, 
and slate lies between it and 
a porphyry dyke that runs across 
in the same direction 80 feet up the hill 
side. Not only is there free gold all 
through the ledge matter but in the 
slate right to the porphyry dyke gold is 
found. 

On tho Ruby claim next to the 
Golden Fugle down the hdi there 
is a vein siuiiliir in character 
and direction to the Golden I'lagle. 
It is six feet wide and carries free gold 
at the surface, . only a, couple of shots 
l aving been i ut in to try it. SiiU

A Month Will Be Required to Assure 
the Safety of the 
Baildingr. 



In the Meantimo the Glasses Will 
Be Held iu Temporary 
(Quarters. 



Although it was announced a lew days 
ago that the ropaira and altoraOons ne- 
cessary to ensuro the safety of the Nortli 
Ward school would not require ten days, 
there now seeiua to be every probability 
that this important work will require 
the carpenters to remain in posaeasiDn 
of the defective building for three full 
weeks or a inontli. This information 
was imparted to tlie school Ijoard yester- 
day at a nieotinj; over which Trustee 
LovdU i)resideii, Gluiirnian iiayward 
having bycii tldcen ill, ami aa closing tlie 
Bchool tor eo long a pCriod aa a pionth in 
Jiot to be thought of, arfail^iomeuta afO 
now bl>tlli: mai.lo to continue the classes 
in whatever temporarj' quarters are 
available in tlie North ward of tiio city. 
The old Rock Bay and Hillside schools 
will accommodate several of the classes; 
Johns Bros.' hall has also been engaged ; 
the Protestant Orphans' Homo haa 
oflfered free use of school room foi' an- 
other division if needed, aud negotia- 
tiona are in progress to secure the Cen- 
tennial church Sunday school for the 
two olasses of division 8. With the 
exception of the last named division 
all the classes meet at the 
North "Ward si'hool grounds to-morrow 
(Wednesday) iiioniinKat '.t o'clock and 
from there will march to their tempor- 
ary class rooms. Tlie making of the ar- 
rangements has been i)laced in the liaiida 
of the (inaiKM! committee of the board. 

Mr. W. Ridgway Wilson, the archi- 
tect, presented his report on the condi- 
tion of the building and the best way to 
remedy the defects yesterday, the rejjurt 
reading : 

VicToui.v, B.C., Aug. 17, ISili). 
T<i iiu Board <>/ School Tru!<lfci< : 

Genti.ic.mkn : — Hiivingnowmadea care- 
ful examination of the top story and stair- 
case of the North Ward school I have the 
honor to report aa follows 

In order to give a better general idea 
of the construction of the former 1 might 
explain that the space for the assembly 
room is formed by raisim: the centre 
portion of the main roof (about 75.0x57.0) 
above the aurrounding roof on wooden 
walla formed of 2x8BtudB24 inches apart, 
covered on one aide with 1x10 diagonal 
ahiplap, the side walls whi(!h carry the 
bulk of the weight being supported on 
• double steel girders, 15x6 indies, bolted 
together, and the end walla on the heavy 
wooden breat-aummera carrying the 
floor. 

It does not apjiear to me that any oh 
jection need be found with this general 
arrangement, provided that the varioua 
portions forming it are of sutlicient 
Btrength to fultil their various duties, 
and due allowance being made for winil 
pressure, which must be considerable at 
times, but I find : 

1. 'fhat the main trusses carrying the 
roof have settled about three inches, 
whether caused by the shrinkage of the 
timbers alone or assisted by the peculiar 
form of truss adopted is perhaps a mat 
ter ot opinion, but I am certainly in 
clioe^ to favor the latter theory. 

2. That the diagonal props which ex 
tend out beyond the ends of trusaea and 
rest on brick walla, not being securely 
tied in at the foot, are practically useless 
as supports to truaees, and have' further 
been a source of vvcaknesa by pushing 
out the main wall and buckling the steel 
girders laterally. 

3. That the double steel girders form 
ed of 16x5 inch girders bolted together 
without i)roper separators or lateral sup- 
port over a span <jf 37 feet, have Betticd 
about live-ciglitha of an inch and buck- 
led hUenilly 1 inches, aa before men- 
tioned ; and according tomy estimate (as- 
suming them at 15 pounds to the foot) 
tliey are loaded iu excess of their safe 
carrying capacity. 

4. That there is praetically no lateral 
bracing for the superstructure as a whole 
to withstand the wind preaaure. 

To auggest a remedy for these four 
defects without reconstructing this por- 
tion of the building or putting unsightly 
columns through all the class roonis ifi 
not at first sight an easy matter, but 
after careful consideration I am of opin- 
ion that the building can be made pvr- 
fectly safe for ordinary school purposes 
by strengthening the varioua parts on 
the following lines : 

1. T(j put two heavy wooden posts un- 
der L'a(!h truss down the c;entre of the 
HSBombly room, resting on brick wall.i 
below, with iron braces or brackets on 
each sitio securely bolted to posts and 
tie beam, or, if [irefc^rred, 2x() inch stud 
partitions might ho constructed under 
the two centre trusses, securely braccti 
and covered with diagonal boarding. 

2. To put similar poata under enda of 
truaaea, inaide walla to receive iron 
braces, and also put diagonal boarding 
on outaide of partitions so arranged as to 
distribute the weight over girders; and 
remove jireseiit diagomil props alto- 
gether. 

3. To endeavor, by temporary rods, to 
fltraighteu ateel girders laterally, and 
tighten up all straps and bolts through- 
out. 

•1. To put ''.i-inch diiigonal rods 
between each truss at tic beam level, aa 
wind braces, which together with the 
iron brackets, etc., on posts before 
named, will be sufficient for all trans- 
verse strains. 

C. To pull down the portion of main 
walls at present out of plumb and re- 
build same, also build in anchors at the 
enda of large transverse beams carrying 
top floor, extending through wall with 
large washers on outside. 

Acting on your instructions I have 
had the whole of the north and south 
staircases stripped of plaster and men 
are now working on strengthening tliem 
under my instructions. I found that 
the two short llight.s immediately innido 
side entrances were 12 feet wide with- 
out any carriages or blocking whatever. 
Tlio two lower (lighta of main stairs on 
each side of building were 5 feet (iini'hes 
wide, also without any carriage or block- 
ing; the next flights, 17 feet long, had 
carriages, but were insecurely fastened 



risers were not properly nailed or wedged 
into wall strings. 1 have made no 
special inspection of the reat of the 
building, but I have no reason to be- 
lieve from what I have seen that there is 
anything of importance to bring to your 
notice. 

As to the cost of the proposed repairs 
and the time neceasary to complete 
them, it is almost impossible for mo to 
say at present aa one thing almost in- 
variably leads to another iu work of 
this kind, but I should think it is hardly 
likely to be much under $1,000, and to 
take three or four weeks to complete. 

As some may be liable to form an ex- 
aggerated view of the insecure state of 
the building, I luiglit jierliapa add in 
conclusion that, outside of the stair- 
cases, which I consider must at times 
have been supporting tlieir loads almost 
"by a thread," that witliout snow or 
heavy winds there is practically no im- 
mediate danger to the auperatructurc, 
and the brickwork appears to be sound 
in itself and well able to carry all that is 
required if no unnatural strains are put 
on it. Youra faithfully,

opinion that the trouble with the roof 
wacJ cau.'scd frpme the ijliriukiiig tinib(,>r, 

T'ansTKK Y.\riJS moved that the report 
be handed to the committee on repairs 
and alterations, for a report. 

TuusTKii Mi'MicKiN'o deprecated furth- 
er delay, and on his motion, seconded 
bv Trustee Mrs. Grant, it was decided 
that .Mr. Wilson, the architect, be auth- 
oii/.ed to proceed with the work of re- 
I)air, which is to be to the satisfaction of 
the liuilding Inspector. 

Tur.sTKK V.\Ti:s objected to the report 
being given to the|)nblic through the )>re8S 
and moved accordingly. Trustee Mc- 
Micking, howevtM-, did not see tliat any 
advantage would be gained by with- 
holding the report from the papers, ami 
niowd in amendment accordingly. The 
Chairman coincided with Trustee Mc 
.Micking, whose resolution was put and 
carried . 

The secretary reported that Mr. C. .1. 
Soule had sent back only aome of the 
plans and not llio apecifications. Ac- 
cordinglv a resolution was passed direct- 
ing the secretary to call on Mr. .Soule 
and demand the papers still miBsiiig. 

The board adjourned after accepting 
an invitation to he present at a lecture 
to be delivered by Hon. Col. Baker on 
" Altruism," before the Teachers' Asso- 
ciation at the South Park school on 
Thursday evening.

BOARD OP TRADE COUNCIL. 

Subjects Discussed at Yesterday's Confer- 
ence With Mr, Tbomas Earle, M.P. 

The protection of the halibut banks 
and the prevention of smuggling on the 
Northern coaat were the two principal 
aubjecta brought forward at a conference 
of the Council of the Board of Trade yes- 
terday with Thomas Earle, M.H., before 
the hitter's departure for (Jttawa to at- 
tend the apiiroacliing sesaioii of jjar- 
liament. 

The president of the board, Mr. D. li. 
!\er, Bjioke of the advisability of putting 
another Dominion steamer oa the coast, 
and Mr. Earle explained that the last 
Dominion yovcnunent had intended to 
place the (.iuadra on duty as a revenue 
vessel this season. securing an- 
other vessel to replace her as light- 
house tender. This course would no 
doubt have been followed out 
had the eatimatea passed last session. 
He promised to bring the subject before 
the present government. 

It waa then moved by Mr. Tem pieman 
aeconded by Mr. T. S. Fatcher that: 

" Whereas United States echooners 
are employed in fishing in Canatlian 
waters and took during the past season 
at least 2,000,000 pounds of halibut, be- 
sides destroying a lart^e luiniberof im- 
mature lish ; antl whereas our lisherman 
in exporting a similar (juantity ol hali- 
but to the United States had to pay liuty 
amounting to .^10,000; and whereas it 
has been brought to public notit'e 
through the mediiun uf the ])r('a.s and 
other sources that sningglin;.; of mer- 
chandise continues on a large scale by 
foreign vessels in British Columbia 
waters: Bo it resolved that this lioard 
bring this grievance before the depart- 
ment of marine and fisheries at Ottawa, 
with the reijuest that a revenue cutter 
be placed in our northern waters at 
once for the purpose of protecting 
the deep aea fiaheries and preventing 
the aforeaaid breach of the custonia' law, 
and that copiea of this resolution be for- 
warded to the city's reprc-^entatives at 
Ott.nwa." 

At the Huggestion of the chairman, 
Mr. Marie said he wouldbring before the 
government the i|iieslioii of t-iiking t^ome 
steps to prevent the? inundation of farms 
along the Eraser, ihougli it was hard to 
say just how far the Dominion could 
assist the province in thi.s leejiect. 

Tiie San Pedro and the Mongi)lian 
labor questions were touched on. In re- 
gard to the San I'edro wreck the 
opinion was expressed that tlie owners 
not having, put it light on her for 
some nights past they had possibly made 
up their minds to abandon her and the 
department would therefore find out 
and act accordingly. 

The Chinese and Japanese labor ques- 
tion was discussed informally', but 
not lung was done. 

Htdore adjourning it was decided that 
the secretary Hlnnihl make the trip to 
.•Vlberni on the first voyage of the Tecs 
and prepare a report on the mines there.
